Conflict of Interest: 

If you have a personal or financial interest in the outcome of any issue or matter before this Council 

which may suggest a bias on your part, you are asked to state that interest on the record so that a 

determination can be made as to whether there exists a need for recusal.  You are reminded that it is the 

duty of this Council to protect the health, safety, and welfare of the citizens of Tennessee and that the 

administration of this solemn responsibility is dependent upon avoiding even the appearance of 

impropriety. 

 

Open Meetings Act: 

Pursuant to the Open Meetings Act, Council business may only be discussed by Council members during 

the meeting.  Members should not discuss the Council’s business at any time other than during the open 

meeting.  The prohibition applies to phone calls, emails, and text messages.  Council members should 

also ensure that all comments during the meeting are stated for all to hear; private conversations between 

or among members during the meeting are inappropriate.    

 

Disciplinary Activity: 

 

Ms. Kristin Moon stated that there are no cases open cases in the Office of General Counsel. Additionally, 

the Office of General Counsel, Disciplinary Coordinators are now monitoring two licensees on probation 

and one licensee for reprimand.   

 

Rule Activity: 

CDS 21-0112 Telehealth, is currently under review with the Attorney General’s Office.  

HIS 21-0645 Practical skills proctors, is currently in internal review. 

 

Compact Activity:

Administrative Report:  

LaTonya Shelton provided the following administrative report:   

As of August 18, 2022, thru November 10, 2022, there is a total of 523 licensed Audiologists, 3576 

licensed Speech Language Pathologists, and 140 Speech Language Pathology Assistants. 

 

Audiologist:  As of August 18, 2022, thru November 10, 2022, there is nine (9) newly licensed 

Audiologists, four (4) expired licenses, total of seventy-four (74) renewals, sixty-three (63) were online 

renewals, three, and one (1) new ACE.  

 

Speech Language Pathologists: As of August 18, 2022, thru November 10, 2022, there is one hundred 

thirty-five (135 newly licensed Speech Language Pathologists, two (2) retired licenses, forty (40) expired 

licenses, a total of four hundred sixty-eight (468) Speech Pathologists renewed their licenses, three 



hundred ninety-two (392) of the renewals were online and thirteen (13) reinstatements. There are one 

hundred twenty (120) new Clinical Fellows.  

 

Speech Language Pathology Assistant: As of August 18, 2022, thru November 10, 2022, a total of five 

(5) Speech Language Pathology Assistants new during this time, one (1) retired, eight (8) expired 

licenses, a total of fourteen (14) renewals, and eleven (11) were online.

New Business 

Virginia D. Ely SLP# 1582, stated two to three weeks prior to the meeting requested to be placed on 

the agenda. Ms. Ely submitted a petition for order of compliance, her license was placed on probation 

in August of 2019 due to a failed drug screen in 2017 at her place of employment. Ms. Ely remained 

employed with her employer. Ms. Ely stated she followed the policies and procedures, had the 

psychological evaluations and the drug counseling. Ms. Ely stated that she thought she had finished 

her probationary period until she found out she was still on probation. Ms. Ely failed to get a letter 

from the original psychologist who performed her evaluation, which is no longer in practice. Ms. Ely 

is requesting that probation be removed. After a lengthy discussion Ms. Skye Jones made a motion 

to accept the counselor’s letter of completion of the required therapist sessions and Mr. David Haynes 

seconded.  

 

 



    Carrie Mills had a question raised to her to get clarification of the difference between speech 

pathologist assistant and clinical fellows that the rules specify that clinical fellows are paid as opposed 

to no designation to SLPA’s. However, in the past it was specified as a paid position, and they wanted 

to know why it changed in the rule. Kristin Moon stated that she could research and have a answer 

ready for the Board at the next scheduled meeting. 

 

Carrie Mills had a question raised to her to get clarification regarding is there a requirement for speech 

pathologist and audiologist to receive training in suicide prevention? Kristin Moon stated that she 

could research and have a answer ready for the Board at the next scheduled meeting.  

 

     LaTonya Shelton asked the Boards permission to place the jurisprudence exam on the Boards website 

making it readily available for applicants to ensure timely process of all required documents needed 

for licensure. Ms. Skye Jones made a motion to place the jurisprudence exam onto the Boards 

webpage, seconded by Carrie Mills, to approve the motion.
